To choose Measurers of Wood, Surveyors of Lum- 
ber, Fence Viewers, Pound Keeper, Fish and Game Wardens, Police 
Officers, and all other necessary town officers. 

ARTICLE 3. To see what sum of money the town will raise for 
town expenses. 

ARTICLE 4. To see what sum of money the town will raise for the 
repairs of highways and bridges. 

ARTICLE 5. ‘To see what sum of money the town will raise and 
appropriate for the maintenance of the Public Library. 

ARTICLE 6. To see what disposition the town will make of the 
town’s land and buildings. 

ARTICLE 7. To see if the town will vote to cut wood on the town’s 
land for the use of the schools, hall, library, poor and meetings. 

ARTICLE 8. To see if the town will vote to build a new school- 
house, and appropriate money to pay for the same. 

ARTICLE 9. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of ten 
dollars, to help the G. A. R. decorate the soldiers’ and sailors’ graves 
Memorial Day. 

ARTICLE 10. To see if the town will vote to add an amendment to 
the vote passed June 11, 1907, adopting the law relative to digging 
clams.

School Report. 


The annual report of the Newington School Board 
for the year ending July 15, 1907, is herewith respect- 
fully submitted : 

Following the usual custom, the table of general 
statistics accompanies this report for reference and 
comparison. 

The school year began with Miss Marguerite New- 
ellin charge of the Grammar room, and Miss Ida lI. 
Wood in charge of the Primary room. 

The school had been in session only two weeks 
when Miss Wood resigned to accept a position in Ports- 
mouth, and Miss Abbie N. Frink very kindly substi- 
tuted until Miss Mary B. Hoyt was procured as a per- 
manent teacher. 

Miss Newell taught the Grammar room the entire 
year, as also did Miss Lucy M. Hoyt music for the 
year. 

The number of scholars enrolled was the same as 
last year. The attendance, we are pleased to record, 
was 4 1-2 per cent. more. We are also pleased to 
record that a class of five have passed the examina- 
tions to the Portsmouth High School. 

Subject to a call from the State Superintendent, 
the school boards from North Hampton, Rye, Green- 
land, and Newington, met at the home of Dr. Patter- 
son, in Rye, and formed a supervisory district, con- 
sisting of said towns. Ata joint meeting of the sev- 
eral boards the same day a committee was appointed

to confer with the several candidates for Superintend- 
ent. Ata subsequent meeting, A. W. Small of Brain- 
tree was elected for the year beginning September 1, 
1907, ata salary of fourteen hundred dollars. The 
apportionment of the Superintendent’s salary is 
as follows: 

North Hampton, $200; = State, $200 


Greenland, 100 ; 3 100 
Rye, 300 ; eS 300 
Newington, 100; mS 100 


Each town to receive the Superintendent’s ser- 
vices in proportion to the amount paid; by this ar- 
rangement, Newington will be entitled to two-four- 
teenths of his services.

Report of the Superintendent of Schools. 


To the School Board of Newington - 


I have the pleasure of submitting to you my first 
annual report. 

We are fortunate this year in having good teach- 
ers. >It has been a lone time at least, if ever, since 
school officials have found so much difficulty in secur- 
ing good teachers. I hope we may keep ours the rest 
of the year at least, and as much longer as possible. 
I have always found them pleasant and willing to carry 
out my instructions, and amenable to suggestions. 

The schools have made very satisfactory progress 
during the six months I have been with you. ‘There 
have been quite a good many absences. It sometimes 
seems to your teachers and Superintendent that many 
of these are unnecessary. If parents only realized the 
great importance of having their children in school 
every day, our list of absentees would be much smaller 
than it now is. Children must be in school every day 
if the parents expect to see progress and good results 
at the end of the year. 

An effort is being made to improve the reading 
in our schools. Evidently, this subject has been some- 
what neglected in the past. Reading once a day in 
the Primary grade is not sufficient. There should be, 
at least, from three to four lessons a day, if the chil- 
dren are expected to do good work. Some of our 
leading educators claim that when children have 
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reached the sixth grade, they should be able to read 
anything they can understand. I believe this is about 
right. They never will be able to do this with one or 
two lessons a day. Grammar children who cannot 
read understandingly, cannot possibly get their gram- 
mar, geography or history lessons. Iam thoroughly 
convinced that the inability to read understandingly is 
the cause of so many of our boys and girls failing in 
the Grammar grades and Highschool. Reading, then, 
is the foundation upon which successful work in all 
other subjects rests. In order to do the necessary 
work in this subject, we must have supplementary 
books. We have only one set of readers for a grade, 
and many of these are in such poor condition that 
it is too bad to put them into the hands of the 
children. This condition ought to be remedied as soon 
as possible. In the Grammar room, those who read 
rather poorly are receiving special drill. This is 
working very successfully, and good results are being 
obtained. This school is very much in need of sup- 
plementary reading. 

Good progressive work is being done in the other 
subjects. 

The new Educational Music Reader has been put 
into the schools in place of the Normal Music Reader. 

It is too bad that you have such poor accommo- 
dations for your Primary children. I see no way to 
remedy this unless you have a new school building. 

Arrangements have been made by me with Mr. 
Silver, Superintendent of the Portsmouth schools, to 
admit scholars from your eighth grade to the Ports- 
mouth High school upon my certificate. | Now, par- 
ents and pupils must understand that this does not 
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mean that admission to the High school is to be any 
easier than formerly, for such will not be the case. It 
does mean that scholars who have done good, faithful 
work, and are well qualified, may be admitted by your 
Superintendent’s certificate without an examination. 

I have made thirty-two visits to your schools. 

I greatly appreciate the kindly reception given me 
by the citizens of Newington. It has made my work 
in your schools very pleasant. I thank the Board for 
their courtesy and loyal support. :

The Library contains at present 3,783 volumes. 
Among the books added the past year are a few vol- 
umes considered valuable for teachers in their school 
work. Believing as we do, that the Library and school 
are closely connected, and that school children should 
form a large part of the patrons of the Library, we are 
always glad to add books to our lists, for teachers or 
scholars, suggested by superintendent or school boards, 
and we are ever ready to make special rules for the 
schools in regard to keeping books longer than the, 
regular time. , 

In preparing book-lists, it has been our aim to 
make selections that were worth while, and, so far as 
we are able, those that will best serve the needs of our 
patrons. ‘The Library has no age limit, and the open

shelves give every one a chance to make his or her 
own selection, so that no one need go away empty- 
handed. 

We gratefully acknowledge our indebtedness to 
Mrs. Woodbury Langdon for her gift of ninety-seven 
volumes, and to Mr. Langdon, who in one of his visits 
during the year presented to the Library a copy of the 
beautifully illustrated book, ‘‘Nearest the Pole,’’ by 
Robert E. Peary.
